setting forth their grievances.

The shipfitters are the principal work- 
men to receive a cut. 


A meeting of the shipfitters has been 


called for Monday evening and the call 
is made by the welfare committee con- 
sisting of Thomas Mullen.

The workmen at the navy yard re- 


gard the proposed new scale as unfair 
to many in the trade. They say that 
mechanics who .hitherto have been 
rated with the most skillful trades, 
have been cut to a point hardly more 
than their helpers. 


An evidence of this condition, they' 


say, 
is that among the drillers, who 


have been cut from GG cents an hour to 
54 cents, four cents only more than 
their helpers. Shiptltters are reduced 
fcom 73 cents to GO cents, and as this 
is the greatest body of workmen in the 
yard in the construction of submarines 
and other work, there are many of 
the employes who declare that they 
will take their discharges as soon as 
the new schedule goes into effect. 


Pipefitters, who previously have been 


receiving less than mechanics, have 
been pushed ahead, they say, while 
the joiners and carpenters have been I 
given a greater wage than the pattern 
makers, who are regarded as the most 
skilful in carpentry work. Even the 
men who are scheduled to receive a 
raise under the new plan are openly 
making a protest against the revised 
scale, it is said. '
